Inafmuch 
as he'confeffed himfelf a Souldier, and not only a Souldier he 
was, buca chief Commander in that Caftle, where the guilt of 
the blood of the whole Nation fay; andas touching ordinary 
and particular men,if he was not guilty of their blood, Why 
then was allthat welch and VVefterm cry? For all this(as never
